An Indent *of tha Terrible Battle of 

hlontfnirail. 

In February. 181#, the Freucb array 
made g| heroic stand against the allied 
force* of K a rope, and lu one week re¬ 
trieved for a .abort, but glorious period 
Its lost prestige. Though composed 
largely of half raw recruits. it e*caj>e«J_, 
from rbe very center of 250.000 foes, 
attacked an army of 70,000 men. won 
4 battles and captured 08 cannon. 5 
generals and 28.000 prisoners! 

After tbe terrible tight at Montmirrll 
Major Baueeb staff surgeon to tbe 
guard, was attending tbe wounded as 
well as be could, close behind the col¬ 
umns still engaged.

There was at the time in Pari*. s:,y* 
the British Medical Journal, a young 
brother of the craft who conceived t he 
Idea of uiakiug his fortune by bleed- . 
I log tbe king. Tbe enterprise was di.li¬ 
eu! t, but be knew that tbe most solid , 
doors can often be opened with a gold¬ 
en key. 

Following the advice of lago. be put , 
money in hi* purse aud sought an in 
troduotlon to Antoine Da quin, tbe 
king’s.chief physician. Tbe negotia¬ 
tion was conducted on a strict bust 
nyia froting. Daquin. who was known 
to idvg money, was told that 10.000 
crowns were deposited with a notary 
who had* instructions to transfer the j 
sum to him as soon as tbe surgeon ! 
had got the job. 

It was not an easy thing to manage, 
as Marecbal never left the king. Guo 
day, however, be asked permission to 
leave Versailles for three days. Dn- 
qgin seised the opportunity to Intro¬ 
duce his protege, whom be had ready 
at band for,the purpose. Feeling tbe 
king s pulse one morning, as usual, he 
pretended to be alarmed at Its strength 
end volume and ordered tbe Illustrious 
patient to be Wed forthwith. As 
Marecbal was away, tbe bbig hesitat¬ 
ed. but fear soon made him yield to 
! his physician's proposal. The young 
surgeon hied the king, and Daquin got 
his mouey. 

Ia the meantime a message had been 
dispatched for Marecbal* who was not 
fkr off. He returned to Versailles In 
haate and was much surprised to flnJ 
that the king, whom he had left lu the 
best of health, bad been bled. He was 
i not on friendly terms with Daquin. 
and be quickly grasped the situation. 
He went to see the young surgeon and 
forced him to disclose tbe wbole plot. 

When tbe king learned the -truth, he 
flew Into a terrible rage, ordered Da- 
fqnin to be arfested^nd placed the mat¬ 
ter lu tbe hands ofJtbe cbunc.ll of stare. 
That obsequious body, after a very 
short deliberation, ananlmously voted 
that the physician who had trafficked 
in the blood of the king deserved deaili. 
The royal wrath, however, subsided to 
some extent and he graciously spared' 
Daquin's life, but deprived him uf his 
office and exiled him from the court to 
Qulmper-Corentln. The too greedy 
pbVsician did not long snrvlve his dis¬ 
grace.— London Standard.
